your one licence, but wholy to commit the publiſhing, 
or ſuppreſoing of this Diſcourſe to your Lotdſhippes li- 
king or diſlæ ng. You may hap!y marucll what meane, 
either to deale my ſelſe in any fuch matter of Aſtrologie 
being ſhortly to profeſſe Diuimty. (ſo ſoone as my place 
in the Colledge ſhall call me thercunto) or to dedicate 
a Treatiſe of any ſuch contents vnto one. that hath both 
ſo many yeetes euer in King Edwards,& Qucene Maries 
daies. (as appearcth by his owne,and others writings) ca- 
ricd ſo ſingulat credi: for his xnowledꝑe, and practiſe in 
Dininitic, & now by Gods prouidence is in place, to be- 
vefir and countenance thoſe, that being admitted to that 
vocation. ſhall deferue to be well accepted therein. Bur 


for the one, beſides that l might alleage for my deler ce, 
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the examples of Melancthon. Chytræus, lunctinus,. Mæſt- 
lyne, our M. Doctor Fulke, your M. Doctor Squier, and 
tome other of like credit: who being profeſled ia Di- 
uinitie to theit owne ſpeciall commendation, & the ge- 
netall bencfite of the Church, were not afterward aſha- 
med both to defend, & to practice Aſtrologie: the yerie 
ſubiect and matter of the Arte it ſelfe is ſuch, that none, 
which knoweth it in deede, can 1uſtly charge it with the 
leaſt oontratietie or repugnancie either to Diuinitie x 
elfe, ot to the ſoundeſt partes of Morall and Naturall 
Philoſophie . Cab enwrant gloriew Dei; and Platoes opi- 
mon is, that our eies ere principally giuen vs. for this 
vic and end, to be occupied in the contemplanon of the 

heanenss whereunto he attributech ſo much, that he 
' thinketh Aſtronomie and wifcdom to be ſo inſeparably 
lin ced and chained togithe r. that neither a very wiſe man 
can want Aſtrologie, not a very good Aſtrologer want 
wiſedom. To which eſfect, that notable ſaying ot his, de- 
ſerueth to be as famous, as your Lordſhip knoweth it to 
be amongeſt the learned: ayeran 1 ave; xn fy aac drone 
per ray, Which verie faying ſeemeth vnto me to import 
ſome part of that Diuinitic, whereof ſo many ages he 
hath catied to high, and honourable a ſurname : the ra- 
ther becauſe the ſingular and incomparable wiſedom of 
Salomon, as your Lordſhippe beſt remembreth , is thus 
particularly delcribed, in the booke intituled, Liber Sa- 
prentie .

foned to cite or mention any of their predeceſlots: : call 
them commonly b the tame of Sapientes, which fome 
I know merrily tramlated Wizardes, but haw wizardly, 
(it they focaxe generally without exception of the bet- 
tet lott) let the prouerbe teſtiße, which faith , Scienria 
non habet inam-cum, niſi 1qnorentem.. What ſhould I ſpeake 
oi Thales Milefus, who being the firſt , that amoug the 
Gn "C14ns Was called xeve, as Diogenes Iacttius tepor- 
teth. was alſo the tirſt among them. that (earcluvg; out 
the lecrecies, and myſteries of Aſtrologie: both forcrold 
th conuertions, and eclitſes of the Sunne, as Eudemus 
witnellech in his Aſtrologicall hiſtorie, and found out 
aer with hir. lite ſtatres, whereby the 1 harmices 
direct their nauigation, as Callimachus teſtifieth in has 
Greeke verlcs : and foreſecing a vene great dearth of 
Ol:nes, and thereupon purpoling to ſhewe, howe eaſie a 
matter it was for { lnloſophers to grow rich. gat into his 
hands by a reaſonable price, al the Oliue gardens 10 Rü- 
Ierzm, and Chium, the winter before, whereby atter- 
ward making his cwne price at his pleaſure , he gayned 
excceding great ſummes of money : as is crediblic re- 
corded not only | by Hicronimus Rhodius, and Ariſtotle 
in Greeks, but alſo by Tullie De Dawnarione, and druers 
Other in Latine: Ariſtotle laying, one while he did it. 
dre iu Mei, an Other while, c« 4 agreroyiec ; and Solon 
the wife Lawm.ker among! the Athenians, tollow ing his 
2du:tc, ict downe cettaine "Aftrologicall obleru: tions of 
the e guiuoclia, and correfted the Arrique ycare, 2 
yerreth by manie hiſtotics: and finally by the defeke 
of the Moone and Sunne, be prognoſticated the defeAs 
and ſubuerſions of certui e ſtates and *192Joms in A fia, 
as out of Plinies Natutall hiſtane. haue ſpecially no- 
ted in wy bicie Treatiſe of the late clipſc. I ſhould be 
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ouer tedious vnto your Lordſhip, if I ſhould goe abo ut 
to recite the tenth part of thoſe teſtimonies, and auctori- 
ties, which I coulde eaſilie alleage to the tame effect: 
whereby it is certainly euident, that as wile, and wor- 
thie men, as cucr were in the worlde, both made verie 
ſpecial) account of this ſtudie in other, and rtraua:lcd ex- 
ccedingly therein them ſclues: as namely Jul:us Cæ- 
ſar, Octauius Auguſtus, Prolomey, Theodo(ins, one of 
the beſt Emperours, Fredericke the ſecond. (who cau- 
ſed l tolomey , Mellahalah, ard dwers other princi- 
pall-Aſtrologers, to be tranſlated out of the Arabian in- 
to Latine : Hos qua conſs.y4 regum ( on ore ſerßt 48 
Hellerus writech to Erneſtus- Prince of Hennenbe rg :) 
Alphonſus the moſt cxcellert King of | Arragonia, ard 


Naples: Matthias Coruinus of Hungaric: Charles the 


fift of lamous memorie, and ſundrie other, as well Prin- 
ces , as ſubiectes of the moſt notable ſort. But I can not 

rzrermit that Aſtrologicall confereuce betweene Cæ- 
ſee and the Ægvptian neſt in Lucans Pharſalia, where 
Cæſars owne confclsion of him ſelfe is thus delivered :

vacant : Endo x Fat, nofter ſuper abit & Ame, Which be 
in deede performed, correcting and reforming the Ro- 
mane yeare by the helpe of Soſigenes, as Solon did the 
Arrique yearc by the helpe of Thales: an other maner 
of reformation , than that of the Calender, which the 
Pope Gregone the 2113. hath vewely publiſhed, by the 
helpe of | know not what Aſtrologers. As for the reſt, 
leſt [ ould ſeeme to forgot my (cite, in not having that 
regard to your Lordſhips perton which lought: l will re- 
ſerue their Aſtrologicall commendations vnro ſome ſit- 
ter place, thin ing it ſufficient for this preſent. to ſtande 
pon the Reaſons, which Melancthon ; a man as your 
Lordſhip beſt kaowerh, of a ſharpe and ſounde iudge- 
ment in moſt ſchollerly points of lcaming, alleagerh, m 
a notable preface of his, In Theoricas von. plum 
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' Georgij Purbachij directed re his moſt learned countri- 
man, Simon Grynzus : wherein he ſhewerh how needc- 
full Iudiciall Aſtrologie is, both for priuate vſes, and for 
publicke. For priuate vics, firſt. in medends : then, a1 regen- 
dos mores : thirdly , ad delogenda fludia : pb im enim re- 
fert imelligere, quo que mque natura ducas : (vic nota word, 
but his one:) beſide: ſertuna ſæpe comitatur mores : & 
7 nam die quoque cabs ſunt humanortom cuentuiα, 14

there is. Iindetiamretie inflituty indicare facile eft, quis

| BN as pertes, Which reaſons of Melancthon, I doubt 
not but your Lordſluppe will admit, and allow e for ef- 
ſectually matetiall and good. Nowe I ſee not greatly, 
: . what remaynethto be yet obiected: vnleſle haply ſome 
will oppoſe the olde decrees of the Romane Senate, and 
ſomic newer zmpeniall lawes , againſt all ſuche, as were 
rulgatly called Maihemauci, Chaldei, Aries, and Di- 
ne, of whome Vipian the famous Lawyer trea- 
teth /ibro vu. officio Procemſalis, vnder the title , De Ma- 
thematicis, c Vaircinarertibus : Which verye title I haue 
hearde ſo alleaged. Whereunto , firſt I might aunſwere, 
that they diſpute not ad idem thoſc lawes being made 
ouly againſt tuch, as Moyles condemneth in the xv. of 
Deu 
by 8 . | - 
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Deneronomie,who vainely rooke yvon them, to divine 
by magicall and ſuperſtitious ſorcenes,numbers, lotres, 
characters, charmes, jnterrogatories propounded to the 
dead iaſpettions of birdes, entrals of beaſtes , and ſuch 
other monſtrous and abhominable meanes : for fo ſayth 
A. Gellius in his firſt booke of us Ner- ti, - vilgs 
901 geniuiitiy corabulo Challeor dice g et. ror / ſaibhema- 
rico: bc and Setuius Honoratus vpon the fourth of 
Virgils Aentide: Cum muta ſacra Romans ſuf ipereni ſon- 
per magica dewmarunt ; probroſa enim ars habita e. Sccond- 
ly,that albeit thoſe Romane lawes had in decde bene de- 
uiſed a5 well againſt their Aſtrologers then, as agaioſt a- 
ny other Diumets or Soothſayers : what reaſon is there, 
they ſhould make more agunſt ours now, than the like 
lawes make againſt our Rhetoricians, Philoſophers, Phi- 
firians,and in a maner againſt all other e of 2 
ny liberal! arte? All ſach being by one Romane decree 
or other. at one time. ot other , vpon one ſuddaine occa- 
ſion, or other, baniſhed the citie, as troubleſome , 2nd 
needeleſſe perſons, in a politique and marriall ſtate, ſo 
long as the rage of that tempeſt endured. Thitdly, admit 
theit Aſtrological diuioations were lawfully forbidden, 
being found commonly deceitfull and falſe, by reaſon 
that the arte it ſelfe was then verye vnperfect. and vncer- 
taine, as it continued to the age of Prolomey , who flo- 
riſhed but in the time of the Emperour Antonius Pius, 
which ſucceeded Traian and Adrian : yet may outs ne- 
uertheleſſe lawfully ſtand the arte being now e generally 
of the moſt and beſt acknowledged to be much more 
perfectly reformed, and a tight artc in deede: or if that 
ſeeme more, 2 tight ſcience iu deede. For which two laſt 
reaſons, I am to thanke a late conference. that l had with 
my brother Gabriel. about Hallowmas laſt. touching 
the valid tie of thoſe Romane lawes. As for other later 
lawes,& ſtarutes.cither forrcine,or out owne.l know nor 


any that vniuerſally and fiwply condemne Ae 
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and 2s for thoſe , that condemne ſome particu.ar abuſs 
thereof. muſt acedes conſeſſe, they arc very wile, and 
neceſſzry ordinaunces, to meete with the Iewde practi- 
ſes, and impoſtures of many, that vnder the pretence of 
their figure commit intolerable villanies, wherein for 
my part. j doubt not. but they deſcrue the penalties , in- 
fiited pon them by law, thinking them worthily puni- 
ſhed, Pro menſura conſuliationis, as Vipian 2 ch of his 
M athemarici in the forenamed title, with this addition of 
his, following immediatly after in the ſame j hace: gw ae 
princigis ſalute. capute pana , wel Gna 20 gane ARA 
efficiantwr exterding vnhall the force of the law in chat 
point, euen to the pumſhment of other ſimple wizardes ; 
Ci contra qruerem jmperiumgye popmis R many, img roband as 
arte: exercent : and finally allcaging the crample of che 
Emperour Marcus, Quin Syrum ir ſulum cum rele gon, cud. 
moins C aſſi ano Vancinarns eras, & ta qi miiintin Dro- 
ram di eres. Neither date I excuſe cither Ihraſillus. or A.- 
cletarion, or Gauticus: whereof the firſt foretold the de- 
ſtruction of Tiberius the Emperour : the ſecond of Do- 
mitian: the tlurde of the Bentiuoli in Bononia: or the 
Prieft,that gaue out the rumour of the future murtbering 
of Galeacius Sfortia Duke of Millaine, (who were all 
worthily rewarded for their folly) or any other. that by 
their . predictions might ſeeme to harten, & 
haſten on conſpirators, to the atchieuing, or attempting 
of their Princes death, but in that caſe would wiſh all A» 
firologers,cither not to deale at all, or elſe to deale pri 
wately and priuily with the Prince him ſelſe: and then 
too. to hold Cardanes rule, ſet downe amongeſt eight o- 
ther like conditions. in the ende of his booke, De Afire- 
logi cis interrog atuonibus t princ ipi ne mg walum famiter 
pred xeris, ſed periculum: howbeit Catdane him 
ſelte dealt more plainly, & therefore more daungerouſly 
with our King Edward the V I. a5 appeaceth in the luda 
«als of his napgiuigie , giuen out in the beginning of his

| you Cardane there) cer era, etiam cm manifefto 
vile dſcrimme, ommia parefacere : quammus u crederem. 
vs we irriderent, But what followeth ? Ergo volenii bus fats, 
nec ſingxlaris hutus aro cognitio prodeſſe rex: pot nec be- 
| nitas, atque femplicitas ingeny, mull obeſſe. Which good ſuc- 
ceſſe of Cardane, was partly to be attributed to his one 
diſcreete handling. free trom all maner of ſuſpition, but 
ally ro the innocent, and fingular good nature of 
moſt noble young King , who accepted fo fauouta- 

bly of his affectionate intention. But, neither this ſpe- 
ciall priuiledge of his being withall a ſtraunger of ex- 
traordinatie credit, nor anie like perſonall example can 
warrant other priuate men, to intermeddle in like forte 
in the natiuines, and deſtinies of their Princes, otherwiſe 
than is before limited, or vpon the Princes owne direct 
commaundement. And yer if either this way,or any like, 
the art happen by ſome bake and fonde fellowes to be 
abuſcd, it hath but the ſame fortune, that all other artes 
vnd ſciences haue beſide: & the Lawiers rule, Abwſus non 
yollit ſum, will fell iuſtifie the night, and commendable 
practice thereof. The bounds of which limitation, I ha- 
ving no M exceeded in anie parte of the Diſcourſe fol- 
loving: l hope, there is nothing therin contained, which, 
conſide ring the premiſes, nmghr not proceede,cuen from 
one. that were 2Jready profeſſed in Diuinitie. And, then 
I truſt, in ge of the matter, I have committed no in- 
conuenicuc. in recommending the ſame to the faunout 
and patronage of ſuch a Diuine, as all England knoweth 
your 3 be:who I doubt not, can iudge exactſy 
thereof For the maner, l am humbly to craue pardon, be- 


neither practiſed in writing Engliſh , nor 
— ſuch publicke — the firſt. It d pre en - 
wenture be an occaſion, that hereafter I ſhall int my 
pen better with enditingin our owne tonge. In Cements

defects may chaunce to re in the ſtyle . And yet fos 
the very conſequence of the matter too, I muſt ſay with 
Tullie, 0s de pn: expetianda deter: fee- 
renda queacungue e. How Gods omnipotencit ouerru- 
leth all cauſes, and effects as well pafticularly in ſpecie, c 
indinidue;as vniuetſallj in genere, I haue ſufficiently vtte- 
red as it were by the way in other places: our laſt reme- 
die is Chriſtian pacience , if there be ao other remedie. 
But that is a Theological] argument. worthie your Loꝛd- 
ſhippes handling: and I ſee I haue already preſumed o- 


- ucrmuch of your Lordſhippes pacience, in being thug 


troubleſome, and tedious ynto you, beyond the compalle 
of an otdinatie Epiſtle or Preface. Which neverthelefſel 
durſt in no reſpett haue done, but ypon certaine aſſu- 
xance of that fauourable acceptation, which from time to 
time, it hath pleaſed you to. youchlafe the like writings 
of diuerſe Vniuetſitie men, being litle paſt my ſtanding 
there,and namely my brothers Antico/mopelira , when he 
was not much aboue the ſame contmuaunce.In ful hope, 
and affiance whereof, I will here moſt humbly take my 
leaue,'commutting your Lordſhip to the protection of 
God, who giue you many proſperous Newyeares, and 
long preſerue you. to his one glone, and the beticfic of 
bis Church.

A uno 8 14. beſoze the death of 
the inuincible and moſte reno umcd Cinpcrour 
Carolus Magnus, there enſued in like manner, 
a terrible and tragical Comet. And if a Comet, 
as J haue nowe p;obablye inferred, ſal ariſe, 
theſe elftas muſte be loked foz, much ſcoꝛching 
and vehement heat, the dꝛying vp of pondes and 
deepe waters: barraine and vnfruitefull fieldes: 
and conſequently a dearth of al viduale, beſides 
a ſoze death of cattel, and manye peſtilent dilea⸗ 
ſes amongeſt men.

liilim, Polonia minor, highe urgenie, Sueu of 
Germante, leſia ſuperior, Pars Meſtriæ, Naples, 
Florence, Capua, Ferraria, Verona, Vitentia, Ber- 
gamum, Imola, Padua, Bruſuicum, Vtricha, Lin- 
dauia Craceuia, Marſilia, garageſſa, with certain 
other Territoꝛies, and Pꝛouinces neare 
adioyning. Præterea, the ſame ſigne being the 
houſe and manſion place of Mars , there ars 
poztended many lamentable and woful caſu- 
alties in battaile, vnto the Germaine and J- | 
talian ſouldiours : whiche ſhall fall out, ep⸗ 
ther by treacherie and pꝛodition, 02 th;onghe 
the careleſſe ſecurity and ſluggiſhneſſe of their 
taptaines, two perillous and deadlie enemies 
to Partial p2ocedings, as by al hiſtozies is 
moſte manifeſt, ſpeciallie to pou, that are ſo 
perfectly acquainted with them. Now, touch- 
ing the whole continuaunce of the afoꝛeſaids 


ſcraunge effectes, and operations of this p2e» 
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ſent great Coniunct ion, J ſuppoſe it wil ſul⸗ 
fiſe to quote the iudgement of the famous Pht- 
toſopher, and Phiſitian Cardane delynered in 
hys Commentaries, vppon Ptolomeis Qnu- 
| dripartita Conſfructio, concerning that pointe, 
EUhoſe woꝛdes are thus ſet dolune verbatim in 
the ſeconde boke,ninth chapter, and LIV. Text 
of thoſe ercellent Commentaries. Zf*#s du- 
rant ad reditum , vtpote Ceniundtio Saturn c 
Ions, vſque ad aliam coniuncqtionem: c Saturns 
ingreſſis in initium Arietit, que ad alium 
in greſſum in initium Ariets , quia nihil datur 
inane in natura, & deco fi effetius nen duraret 
V que ad reditum, eſſet circuit Mathematicus, 
non XNaturalu, er cauſa fine effetn , CT impeten- 
tra quedam .

Nowe, 
by aſenſible conference ofthe ſame wyth other 
Coniuncions , whiche haue beretoſoze happe⸗ 
ned in the wateric Trigone, not without cer- 
taine famous, and moſte notable cuents conſe⸗ 
quently enſuing : J will pꝛeſume, to ſet downs 
certaine Concluſions, ccllcaed out of auncients 
judgementes and p2edictions of ' Aſcrologie, 
whereby it ſhoulde in greate likebode appears 
not onelp that (und21c, rare, and wonderfull 8.

ter. TWahereſoze, to ſpeake onely of the watris 
Triaane. inhich ſhal nam bears rule (02 a time.

of the Zodiaque , Cancer. Scorpro, Piſces it ſæ- 
meth a reſolute caſe, (vnlefſe my induction mars 
ue louſſy fatleth me) that there neuer hapned a⸗ 
ny great Coniunction of the ſuperiour planets 
in any of thoſe thee „but ſome erirao2di- 
narie change, and notoꝛious alteration enſued, 
Firft,after the mightie Coniunction of the two 
higheſt planets, Saturne and lupitet in Cancer, 
which is reckoned the firt ſigne of the fozcſaive 
watrie Triplicitie, which Comunction hapned 
1m angn/o quarts dem, the ninth moneth from 
March firſt called of the Romaines, and nowe ol 
vs Nouember) the woꝛld was ouer flo wed with 
that wonderfull excæding delnge . which to this 
day doth,and euer ſhalt beare the name of Noa ſis 
floude:ſach a floude as the woꝛlde ſhal neuer ſe 
againe. Sccondlp, this fourth Monarchre, called 
the Romaine Monarchie, to ſolow the common 
diſtinction, dowſocuer Mom !(tcr Rodme pꝛoba⸗ 
bly reaſoneth to the contrary) wherein we now 
liue, and are ſtill to pꝛeferre befo:e the Turkrſh 
MBonarchie,ſeeme it neuer ſoample + huge, be- 
gan vnder the doꝛninion ofthe watric Trigoner 
fo; the 37. yrare beſoꝛe the gloꝛious natiuitie of 
our ſauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and fine peares befo2e 
the deſtruction of the molt valerous and puillãt 
captatne luhus C far there hapned a great C6- 
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ſeconde ſigne of the ſame Triplicitie, at which 
time that moſt memozable and notoztous ciuill 
war betweene Czlar and Pompey, was verye 
hote and violent, the end wher eof enſued a litle 
after the ſame Coniunaion, where vron [vis 
Cæſar hauing opp;cſied the contrarie ſoꝛce, and 
valiantly ſubdued hys enimies, whiche defen- 
ded their auncient ſtate, and common libertie, 
did firſt eſtabliſh this fourth moſt noble monar- 
chie. Zhirdly,not long after thys, namely, ſire 
pearcs befozc the happy birth of our Nevarmec ,, 


there happened a Coniunction of theſe mightye 
ſuperiour planets, Saturnc and luprer, inthe! 
laſt face of ice, whiche is the laſt ſigne of the 


watry Trigon, ꝛ the beginning of A . which 
is the firſte ſigne of the fierie Trigone, whiche 
Coniunction hapned neue: ſinte, but only in the 


haves cf the wozthy Chꝛiſtian Cmperoꝛ, Caro- 


lus Magnus, Anno 789, whiche is almoſte 80, 
vears ago, but is now to happen once againe in 


this pꝛeſent pere 1583. Touching which, ſoꝛal⸗ 


much as it is the laſt contuncion that cucr ſhal 
happen in the end of the watrie Trigonc, à am 
Aſtrologicallp induced to this cdiequr e, that we 
are moſt like to haue a new woꝛld, by ſome ſo⸗ 
dainc, violent, a wanderful ſtrange alteration, 
Which euen heretofoꝛe hath always hapned, at 
the ending of one Trigonc, t beginning of an 
ol her. but now maſt eſneciallyv is like ta haun 
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bicauſe þ cõtrary Trigone ſuccedeth bis cõtra⸗ 
ry, d ſter ie followeth p watrie, vnder which oꝛ 

- $ like ſucceſſion, a notable mutation hath al- 
ready hapned two ſeueral times:to wit, in the 

time of lulius t Auguitus Czlar.when as this 

fourth Ponarchie (as J laid befoze) was cſta- 
bliſhed w much effuſion of bloud:t againe in þ 
time of Carolus Magnus & hys father Pypin, 
(as J alſo ſaid befo2e) at which time, as hiſta- 
ries rep92t, onarchia bec eneruata aliguãt ro- 
ſprrawir:yea. pour Paulus louius, as you beſt ra- 
member, after two oz thꝛ other moſt honow 
rable gretings,ſaluteth this noble Emperout 
with theſe gallant Titles, Salue C hriitien 1 me 
pery propagator 4¹ gufliſime, Pontifice digniratu 
Herter c vindex, aureaque demi ætat is candi- 
ter: which laſt addition of louius, maketh moſt 
fo2 our purpoſe.togither with that ſuperiatins 
Juſtification of his ſurname not much befoze, 
non magni modo, ſed Ter Maxim cognoments di- 
£nſume:l0 that withal we fo2get not what the 
ſame louis (ho2tly after w2iteth, continuing 
the loꝛeſayd bꝛaue Apoſtrophe, directed vato 
Charlemaichimlelfe : Te Außpice, Italia in 
primis,qua iampridem 4 Gothu , C3 Y andalss de- 
formats, proftrataque » ferret ſæculi iniurias per- 
tulerat, ſe vſqucades falici rerum omnum promenti 
etrexit, vt priſlina amplicudinu ornaments recipes 
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commendations of his martial pzowes, tempe- 
red with deuotion and wiſedome , in theſs he- 
nourable Termes: h. longe optime bellt c pci 
artibus, non indomitos modo Saxones,C7 pernieaces 
C antabros,perpetus vittorys deuictes, verum, quod 
44 perenniorem laudem nebil ius fuit , Longobardes 
arroganter G impie ſacreſancte Pontifica infæi len, 
Des vltore, funditus exciſos videmws . But, to 
leaue the ſecond foundation, and as it were, the 
reedifping of the imperiall Ponarchie vnder 
Charl mame, which is farre better knowne vn⸗ 
to vau, than vnto mie, (how be it by the way, it 
would not be ſoꝛgotten, that . mauν]¾ imperium 
ap Graces pertti:ir 4 Conttantin magnt Tem- 
poribus, vſque ad Tempera Caruli e in quem 
nomen duntaxat Impery tranſlatum eil ad G erma- 
mes, 8s Agrippa watcth in his inuective diſ. 
courſe, De Mobilitate, ) and to returne now to the 
p:oſent Coniunction, cõſider ing that this lourtij 
Monarchie began ũrſt about the ende of the wa- 
trie Trigone, and was aſter warde weakeney 
and decayed vnder the ſame, as appeareth by 
the pꝛemiſſes: mae it nowe ſæme likely and 
pꝛobable ynongh, that it ſhall alſo finally be en- 
ded and deſtroyed vnder the ſame Trigone: 
And, foꝛſomuch, as our L 02d and Sauiour ta ka 
dur humane nature vppon him, beyng boꝛne of 
the virgine Marie in Belhlem, at the end of the

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Crigon:the ſame not happening againe,may 
it not alſo ſignifie and poztend, ſome wonders 
ful and marueſlous alteration ſho2tly after to 
enſue:yca,why not euen that great, and dꝛead⸗ 
ful time, wherein the ſame Jeſus Chꝛiſt, ſhal 
tome againe in vnſpeakeable maieſtie, to 
iudge both the quicke and the dead, conſuming 


the whole woꝛld by fire:fo2 now ſhal the fierie 


Lrigone raigne , and all the Coniunctions at 
the ſuperiour ptanets whyche hereafter ſhalf 
happen, ſhall continuallye be in fierie ſignes, 
til the accompliſhment almoſt of 200. peares. 
In the raigne of Carolus Magnus, albeit the 
une Coniunction happened, pet the woꝛdde 
coulde not then be at an ende:howbeit euen at 
that very time, there were crceding great Cds 
tentions amongſt Pꝛinces, debated with ma⸗ 
ny fterce battailes,hozrible murders, 4 muchas 
ſhedding of bloud:to which effect J can not buf 
remember thoſe gadlp verſes of the excellent 
Italian Poet, Honoratus Faſiteſſus.

But how ſoundly 
theſe teſtimonies be applyed ts the enfo2ce- 
ment of my concluſion , it is fo; learneder men 
to determine, my ſeile dare not be ouer bolde 
with Textes of ſcripture, wdyche are ſo reue- 
rently, and religiouſlp to be handled, and there- 
foe take it beſt, to ſtande rather vppon the p20» 
badilitie of Aſtrologicall pꝛedidions, and 
namely , vppon that olde andcommon p2ophe- 
tie, touching the peare 1 588, whych is nowe ſo 
rife in enery mannes mouth, and was ſo reſo- 
tntety defended in a publique diſputation in 
the laſte Commencement, by one, ſufficient to 
maintaine his afſertion. That yeare hathe ma- 
me hundzed peares agone bene ſpetiallye foꝛe⸗ 
tolde , and muche ſpoken of amengelſt Aſtrolo/ 
gers who haue, as it were, v conler/s,

Whiche p2ophecie foz 
ſo much as it is reputed of ſo great conlequece, 
and withall ſo nearely toucheth the ſcope of ths 
pꝛeſent Treatiſe, J wil here ſefke downe, as it 
is deliuered by Leouitius in Latine verſes, 
made, as moſt ſuppoſe, by Reg iomontanus, but 
tranſlated out of a fozmer ſtile, farre moze aun 
tient, as were alſo the Dutch verſes of Stœfle- 
rinus, impoꝛting the ſame contents.

F02 ſæ what com- 
foꝛtable and werte woꝛds the Loꝛde of Hoſtes 
bath vttered with his own mouth :if ye walke 
in my oꝛdinaunces, and kepe my com- 
maundementes and doe thein, J wil ſend pou 
raine in due ſeaſon, and the land (bal yeld hir 
entreaſe, aud the trœs of the fleldc ſhall gine 
their fruit, and pour thzeſhing ſhal reach vnto 
the vintage, and the vintage ſhall reache vato

Theſe are the godly and bleſſed 
pꝛomiſes, which the Loꝛd of Heauen 4 Carth 
wil aſſuredly and pſentifully perfozme vnto 
thoſe,that doe faithfully feare , and truly woꝛ⸗ 
ſhip him, in that integritie of holines t righte- 
ouſnes, that him ſelfe requireth. Fe2 no doubt, 
he is a moſt merciful God, 4 a molt louing fa- 
ther, ful of compaſſion, full of pacience, f long 
ſuffering,ful of godnes 8 pitie. And yet as he is 
ercedingly merciful to the repentant ſinner, ſo 
is he alſo iuſt x terrible to the wilful 4 obſti⸗ 
nate repꝛobate. Fo2 thus on the other ſide hath 
the Loꝛd of Loꝛds from the thꝛone of his om⸗ 
nipotent Maieſtie thundered : but if pe walke

Pou will marucll, Bꝛother, to fee me thus 
vehemently, + zcaloufly affected in a pꝛiuate 
D iſcourſe, but truly the incomparable gi cat⸗ 
nee, and impoꝛtance of the Argument, to 
him that hath entered into any realonable 
conſideration of ſo vntuerſall future calaun⸗ 
ties, as daplp ty2caten vs, muſt na des ſeme 
to requite much moꝛe, than J haue here ſapd, 
oz can polſtbly ſap. 

The laſt notable thing, that J haue to 
obferue this pcare, 15 8. 1s, that there ſhall 
not appeare vnto vs in our Hoꝛizon, any C- 
clipſe, either of the Dunne , 02 of the Bone. 
Marry, foꝛaſmuch as the influence, and wo2 - 
king of that Cclipſe of the Sunne, which 
happened the laſt peare, 1582; beginneth to 
take plate and effect but in this pꝛeſent peare, 
1 5 8 . in ape, pcrduring till that tyms 
Lweluemoneth , 1384. J haue thought it

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not inconuenient , to pꝛoſetcute theſe mat- 
ters ſomewhat further, and to deliver mp 
ſimple Judgement touching that C- 
clipſe,p2eſuming herein of pour 
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paciente, as in the 
pꝛemiſſes.

which happened the laſt yeare, 1582. 
"24 A this laſt yeare 1582, vpon the 


52 20,dap of June, immediatly af- - 

\ {2 ter fue of the clocke in the ino2- 
. VS ning, the bodie of the Pone at 
hir change, being direalp put be · 
twerne the Sunne and the Carth, oꝛ betwane 
our ſigbt, and the Dunne, and thereby depꝛi⸗ 
uing vs of the full light of his beames, there 
appeared within our Hoꝛizon at Cambzidge,. 
(as pou remember) a (mall Ccliple of the 
Sunne, the Dunne and None being at that 
bcry inſtant coniopned in the ſeuenth Degree, 
and 24, minut of the ſigne Cancer, within two 
degrees, 1 29. minutes of Catabibazon, which 
Eclipſe albeit it were of ſmal continuancec, the 
Sunne being bodily eclipſed oꝛ darkened by 
the Pone, but vnto thze fingers , oꝛ points, 
and ſeuen minutes, hath notwithſtanding the 
p2oper influence and peculiar efledes: fo2 as 
Mellahalah a cunning and perfea Aſtrologer 
witnefſeth , whole bokes (as J ſapde) haue 
bene muche cſtemed of mightye Princes, 
and as Experience hir ſelfe teacheth, There 
neuer happeneth anye Cclipſe of the Sunne, 
which doth not p;clignifte and fazelhew ſoine 


nreat 
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great Accident to come to paſſe, and Ptolo mey 
himlſelife the Pꝛinte of Aſtrologers affirmeth, 
that the fatal conuerſions, ouerth2ows, and de - 
ſtrucionsg of kingdomes, may Aſtrologically be 
fozeſene,and pꝛognoſticated by the Defects and 
Eclipſes of the Dunne and Pone. Uhcreby 
Thales Mileſius, as Plinie credibly repozteth, 
did certainely foꝛetell ſundꝛie chaunges, and al⸗ 
terations of ſtates, and kingdoms, to happen in 
Aſia, which afterward came effectually to paſſe, 
euen accoꝛding fo his Aſtrologicall pzediction : 
the like is auouched by diners other, of ſomes 
other well ſcene the ſame waye. Wherevppon 
eclipſes haue been the moꝛe ſpetially regarded, 
and obſerued of the beſt Aſtrologers; as is very 
 weleremplified by Stadtus: but F wil returne 


SZ to the pꝛeſent Cclipſe , from whence J haue a 


little digrceſſed, It is firlte to be noted, that the 
Sunne was eclipſcd in C»cer, which is the na⸗ 
tural and eſſential houſe of the Mone, wherein 
ſhe retoiceth molke, and wherein alſo the moſte 
beneuolent and faucurable planet lupiter, cal⸗ 
led common lp, Fortuna 14107, dothe aſcend, bee - 
ing therein chicfly eleuated and eralted: a ſigne 
of the partition of the waterie Trigone. femi⸗ 
nine, nocurnall, noꝛtherly, moueable, of direct 
aſcenſion, whome Caprrcorne doth obey by rea⸗ 
ſon of hys ſuperioꝛitie, vnſauery of taſte and ef- 
lea, being naturally colde and moiſte, and ol the 
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flegmaticks complexion, goyernour and ru- 
ler of the bzcaſt,the mouth of the ſtomacke the 
lunges, euen almoſte to Diaphrayzm 4, oz the 
Midꝛiffe. Nowe the nature and pꝛoperties of . 
the ſigne being knowne, conſidering that it is 
a colde and watrie ſigne, it betokencth, accoz- 
ding to the Judicials of Aſtrologie, that greate 
aboundaunce of rapne is like to enſue, with 
many perillous ouerflowinges by rage of wa⸗ 
ters: whereby a great number ſhall be ſh2zewd- 
lp bindered, and endammaged, it will alſo cauſc 
much rawe, inconſtant, and diſtemperate wea⸗ 
ther, euill fo2 all kinde of cattle, but eſpecially 
fo: ſhape : it poztendeth the deſtrudion of much 
filhe, and water foules : great enuie, ſtrife, de⸗ 
bate, contention, and ſedition with many pꝛi⸗ 
ue conſptracies, vnlawfull fraies, violent op- 
pꝛeſſions, robberies, and murders, yea and much 
marttall pꝛouiſion, and pꝛeparation foz warre, 
beſide ſundꝛie loſſes. and grieuous perils vuto 
thoſe, that get their liuing by toplc and labour 
on the ſeas, oꝛ other waters, which (hall come to 
pafſe, by meanes of tempeſtuous, and immode⸗ 
rate weather, where with many ſhippes ſhalbe 
ouerthzdwne, many mariners, and war ermen 
dꝛa ned, mam townes and cities deſolate;nigh 
vnto the lea. Mozeouer there ſhall followe a 
great death, and ouerthꝛow amongſt the baſer, 
and pozer ſoꝛt of people, accoꝛding to that iudge⸗

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ment of Proclus. Cum acciderit e Solu in 


Cancro, obſcure turbe, ignobiliſaue ple eculæ inte- 
ritus ſequitur, diuturnæ bellorum ſediliones, & 4- 
quatilinm, murmorumque , aliorum in £quore 
derentium magna peruicies. Which laying of Pro- 
clu> the infoztunate conſtellation and conſtitu⸗ 
tion of the other planets do ſeenie to veriſte: fo; 
Saturne was retrocedent in a feminine and no⸗ 
curnal ſigne, to wit, in ce, which is a ſigne ol 
the ſame complerion and qualitic that Cancer 
is of, being alſo flegmaticke, cold, moiſte, and of 
the nature of water: Mars, Venus, Mercury and 
Luna, two of them in a dꝛie and colde ſigne: 
t e other two in a colde and moiſt ſigne, and al- 
ſoin a moyſt manſon, will likewiſe increaſe 
the colde watric operations of this Cchpſe,and 
fo2 their part, helpe foꝛ warde the cffcas there⸗ 
ok. And as to2 lup1itcr, he to was much abaſed 
and weakened by his Ketrogradation in Au 
r:0,a moiſt ſigne. Item Mars being in Tur, and 
in oppoſition to his owne houſe, is become moze 
ſturdie, andinfo2tunate ; and being lozd of the 
1 0, houſe, he notcth that Loꝛdes and Nobles wil 


much afflict and oppzeſle their pe tenants by 


enhauncing their rents, 4 putting them to hugs 
fines, without regard of comon reaſon, equitie, 
oꝛ pietie: ſo that the pa2e farmers ſhalbe ſcarte⸗

Goutd bzeed in them, and onelye haue reſpect to 
the impious policie, vttered in a common p20- 
ucrbe, 5: non catte,ramen caute. Which policie to 
wil faile them in the end, and lay their toꝛrupti⸗ 
om open to the generall view of the woꝛlde and 
ſhameful repꝛoch of themſelaes, ſo vniuerſally 
true it is, that the Poet wꝛitety: 

Quicquid ſub terra eſt, n apricum proferet 4145. 

F might here rehearſe ſundꝛie eramples of 
diuerſe Eclipſes of the Dunne in Cc ther - 
by declare, both what deſtrucions and deaths, x 
alſo, what other ſtraunge and rufull accidentes 
bane enſued, but amongſt the reſt foꝛ ſhoꝛtneſte 
ſake, J wil onely repo2t two oꝛ tha of the molt 
notable, with the ſeuerall operations and effects 
thereof: that euery man of any reaſonable cons 
teite, and capacitie, may thereby gather a ſenſi- 
ble reaſon 4 cauſe of fatal conuerſtons, changes,

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and alterations by conference of the antecedent 


tauſes, and ſkilfully with diſcretion and tudge- 
ment apply the ſame to a farther conſcquence of 


times and matters to come:fo2 as Scadius in the 


pꝛefate to his Cphemerides excellently noteth: 

Dum cauſas præteritorum interpretamur, cadiem 
ſuoque Methodo © futurorum docemmw,namſutu 
14 4 preteritss non ſpecie, non genere differunt, [ed 


tempore tantum, quod cadem vr aciidens comtarur. 


A very wile rule, not onely ſeruing foꝛ theſe As 
ſcrotogicall obſeruations, but much moze to bee 
extended to the right vie of ancient hiſto:ies, am 
politique pzactiſes, deliuered to poſteritie foz 
their imitation, in like neceſſities, and affaires. 
But, to containe vs now within our boumds. in 
the peare 1424. the 26. day of June, in fbe eue⸗ 
ning. as is credibly reco2ded, there appeared an 
Eclipſe of the Dun in Cancer, the 14, degree : at 


which time, Charles the King of France being 


valiantly ſet vp6 in battell by the Engliſhemen 
Burgundians, was erpelled bys own realme: 


- warre was hotely maintained betwerne the 


Danes, the Sleſuicians:the Biſhop of Bre am 
pꝛouoking the Hollanders to battell, was gries 


uoully wounded of them, and taken pꝛiſoner:a 


terrible plague , and moſt vebement peſtilence 
and moꝛtalitie of men enſued, continuing ſierce 
and hote a long time : afterwardes, certains 
Painces of Ce, cntring Seberwis , witha 
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great armie digided info thꝛe partes, were foꝛ⸗ 
ctbly repelled and dꝛiuen backe of the Yuſſites, 
whereby the bounds of e were enlarged, 
and ſpʒcad abꝛoade, towardes 7, aud Ne- 


ricum : finally, all the fruites of the earth, as 


toi, graine, vinetræs, and ſuch like, periſhed 
tr ꝛougd vnſeaſonable pinching colde, and extre⸗ 
mitie of weather. 

In the pcare 1569. the ninth dap of Julie in 


the moꝛning, there likewiſe appeared an Eclipſe 
of the Dunne in the 26. degræ of Cancer, the ins 


fluence, + effects wherof continued two peares: 
when the Turkes martially afſapling and in- 
nading 74»»0:4,called otherwiſe /«»747:4,and

Syria, à countric lying in the eaſt partes of Oer. 


manie, a po2tion whereof boꝛdereth on Hunga⸗ 
rie, ſauing which part p whole country beſides 
is altogither moũtainiſh) fozcibly carried away 
many pꝛiſoners, F captives, with ouer ſcnſible 
p:ofe of their might & furie , Mathias Hunn.. - 
des, ſurnamed Coruinus, a moſts foztunate 
pꝛinte, and as happie a warrier, who fiue yerre's 
befoze was crowned king of Hungarie, by Fre- 
derick than Emperour, denoticed i pꝛoclaimed 
warre againſt the Wohemans, being requeſkcd, 
and perſwaded thereunto by the Pope, 4 at that 
time by fozce ofarmes, toke fro them rau, 
gileſia, and Zuſatia. The ſame Mathias cotinued 


. asflerce warre with Calluure the king of Po- 
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lonia, couragiouſly innaded o Turkes, often 
diſcomfiting and vanquiſh them: gatte away 
Vienna (rom the Empetour, lubdued, and cons 
quered diuerſe other nations, and territoꝛies ads 


- 1opning, in ſo much p at his death, he deſerued 


this noble Cpitaph of Antony Ihæbaldeus: 
Corum lreui hee Hrna &t : quem magne fatentur 
Falta ſaiſt Deum,fata fuiſſe hominem. 


Che P2ince of the Tartarians at the ſame 


time, aſcaulted und ſpoyled 2, bpon whiche 
countrie et boundeth on the weaſt. The 


Ring of Denmarke was ſuttelly entrapped and 
taken by the craitie wilcs and cunning fetches 
of 5weden, There enſued a ſharpe bat taile be- 
t werne the French, and Burgundian, An. 
1571, the fozce and inſuence of the Eclipſe ſtill 


continuing, many pꝛintes, and mightie potens

tates died: and amongſt the reſte, George the 


king of Bohemia, whom 1 a4 11] :u+,ſonne to the 
king of Polonia ſucceeded, To conclude, Hen- 


. ry the ſirte Eing of Irgland, was within the 


reach of this Eclipſe, taken by king Edward the 


fourth. in the Biſhops palace at London, and by 


him committed to the tower, where aſterwards 
he was murdered: as moꝛe fulip appeareth by 
our owne Irnghth Ch:onicles, ; 

Laſt of all. ſn 1 5 : 6, there hapned an 
Cclipſe of the Sunne in the ſeuenth degree ok 
Cancer, that is iuſte in the very (clfe ſame 


— 
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degree, wherein the Sunne was darkened thys 
laſt yeare 1582 After which Cclipſe there aroſe 
hote warre in Picardie wherby both the French 
t VBurgundians reteiued mutuall harmes and 
dammages diuers waies, which are repoꝛted to 
haue bene very great and grieuous. At the lame 
time the ſouldioꝛs of king Ferdinand bzother to 
the Cmperoz Charles, being conducted by their 
Captaines to reſiſt the fozce of their enimies in 
Jlung aric; were, as pou know, treacheroullp bes 
traped into the handes of the Turkes, by one 
Crzianeru>: of whome they were almoſte all 
moſt cruelly ſlaine, their chief Captaines taken 
caytiue,and carried awape to Cor;tnr/rop/e the 
Curkes chiefeſt citie, where they lined in mi⸗ 
ſerable ſeruitude and bondage. At the ſame time 
p Geldrenſes ſeditiouſiy rebelled againſte their 
Soueraigne. At the ſame time, the molt fruite⸗ 
ful, beautiful, and noble lands , and Ca- 
labria were woful!y deſtroped with fire, whych 
did ſtraungely bꝛeake out of the ſealand beeing 
dꝛied vp. At the ſame time there was hearde at 
Rome, a moſte feare ful, and hoꝛrible thund ng 
in the aire, baing alſo the moꝛe ertraoꝛdinarie 
fo: the very time of the peare At the ſame time, 
an ancient tower of Helder berg, being ſodatnly 
blaſted with lightning, did cauſe a ſoze ruine, 
much miſchiefe and great miſerie to that citie. 
At the lame time, in hig Cern, there hap- 


en 
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ned an erceding great inundation the fozre and 
rage whereof, was paſſing wonder ul, and mars 
nelous ſtraunge.
